rule and the fact that the C hoctaw girls 
are very attractive, have m ade them 
much sought after by w hite men. 
A few weeks ago the D aw es commis- 
aion issued an order providing that atter 
Nov. I, 1899, a man who w as not of 
Choctaw N ation blood m arrying an In­ 
dian woman should not bs allow ed to 
■hare in the lands and m onies of the 
tribe. 
This ruling caused the men who 
were anxious to share the fortune* of 
squaw s to marry tntvh earlier tha i 
they intended. 
Consequently the ( bec­ 
law Nation has been filled w ith white 
men hunting wives, and since this order 
was made more than HOU w hite men 
have married squaw wives. 
______ 
The great m ajority of the Choctaw 
girls are pure w hite and have beautiful 
complexions. 
Most of them have black 
hair and eyes, although a few are per­ 
fect blondes. 
As a rnle they are highly 
educated, and if they have any white 
blood in them at all they w ill not marry 
Indians, and the w hite men have here­ 
tofore been som ew hat in dem and.

girls marry at the age of 17.

The report tells briefly how is con­ 
ducted the task entrusted to it of hear­ 
ing statem ents from all classes of peo­ 
ple in Manila as to the capabilities of 
tho Filipinos for selfgovernment, the 
habits and customs of the people and j 
also the establishm ent of m unicipal gov­ 
ernm ents in many towns. 
All the m at­ 
ter is to be included in the final report. 
T urning to the history of the islands 
the commission attaches little im por­ 
tance to divers rebellions which had 
preceded th at "of I BOU. 
As to this move­ 
m ent they declare th a t it was in no j 
sense an attem pt to win independence, 
but solely to obtain relief from intoler­ 
able abuse. 
To sustain this statem ent 
they quote from an insurgent proclam a­ 
tion, showing th at w hat was demanded 
was the expulsion of the friars and the 
restitution to the people of their lands, 
w ith a division of the episcopal sees be­ 
tween Spanish and native priests. 
It was also demanded th at the Filip­ 
inos have parliam entary representation, 
freedom of the press, religions toleraj 
tion, economic autonom y and laws sim ­ 
ilar to those of Spain. 
The abolition of 
the power of banishm ent was demanded 
w ith a legal equality for all persons iii 
law and equality in pay between Span­ 
ish and native civil servants. 
The com­ 
mission declares th a t these demanus 
had good grounds, th a t on paper the 
Spanish system of governm ent was tol­ 
erable, but in practice the Spanish gov­ 
ernor did w hat he saw fit, and the evil 
deeds were hidden from Spain by strict 
press censorship. 
Allusion is made to the powerful Rat- 
apunan society, mainly made of Tagalos, 
as a powerful revolutionary force. 
The w ar begun in I HRB was to be ter­ 
m inated by the treaty of Biac-na-Bate. 
The Filipinos were numerous but pos 
sessed only about SBO small arms. 
The 
Spanish thought it would take IOO,OOO 
men to capture their stronghold and 
concluded to resort to money. 
Certain 
concessions were also decided upon, in 
eluding representatives of the Filipinos 
in the Cortes, the deportation of the 
friars, which was the principal question, 
the grant of the right of association and 
of a free press

Then Aguinaldo came.
